Gentlemen,— 

The Board of Health a a meeting 
held on the 11th inst. pass?d resolu- 
tions recommending to the council 
that the following permanent sewers 
be built at as early a date as prac- 
ticable, these recommendations being 
made on sanitary grounds. 

The sewers recommended are as 
follows : First—On the Newburgh 
Road, from the man hole at the corner 
of Dundas and Bridge streets, north 
easterly to opposite the residence of 
Edward Vine. Second—On Centre 
street from the Grand Trunk Railway 
to Dundas street. Third—A sewer or 
sewers on Bridge street, or such other 
location as the council may for engin- 
eering purposes deem prudent for the 
purpose of draining and taking care of 
the sewage from the properties front- 
ing or abutting on Bridge street, be- 
tween West and Richard streets. 

The Board of Health further recom- 
mends that a by-law be passed requir- 
ing all persons who vend inilk in the 
Town of Napanee to have their herds 
submitted to the tuberculive test twice 
a year, and that all cattle showing a 
tuBerculive reaction be ear marked 
and separated from the herd, and that 
the milk from the cattle so ear mark- 
ed be prohibited from being sold with- 
in the corporation. 

The Board of Health further recoim- 
mends that a by-law be passed requir- 
ing all owners of property fronting or 
abutting on streets upon which are 
constructed permanent sewers to cease 
the use of prive vaults, cess pools, etc, 
at once and make connections with the 
permanent sewers for the purpose of 
disposal of sewage, or failing these, 
that dry earth closets only be used, as 
required by the regulations of the 
Board of Health, and subject to the 
inspection of the Sanitary Inspector. 

Laid on the table until later in the 
evening. 

Mr, W. A. Grange, secretary of the 
Board of Health, informed the council 
that all parties using the creek drain 
just west of West street for sewage 
purposes had been notified that they 
inust discontinue. 

Mr. W. 8. Detlor, one of the parties 
notified, was willing to conform to the 
request but was of the opinion that a 
sewer should be constructed on Bridge 
street in order to provide proper drain- 
age when the practice of emptying in 
the old creek was discontinued. 

Mr. Grange also informed the coun- 
cil that all parties emptying sewage 
into the river above the falls had been 
notified that the practice must be dis- 
continued.

THE PUBLIC MEETING|¥. 





The public meeting called to discuss 
the proposed light, heat and power 
agreement between the Seymour 

ower Co, and the Town of Napanee 
on Tuesday evening was attended by a 
fairly representative gathering of 
ratepayers. 

Mayor Kimmerly acted as chairman. 

He stated the purpose for which the 
meeting was called and remarked that 
he thought if each speaker would limit 
himself to thirty minutes the question 
under discussion could be well handled 
and an adjournment made at a timely 


hour. 
Messrs. Colville, Mulholland and 
Snider, representing the Seymour 


Power Co., were present and were re- 
quested by the chairman to address 
the meeting. Mr, Colville, who ocen- 
pies the position of solicitor for the 
Seymour Co., responded, but asked 
the chairman for the privilege of reply- 
ing to any objection raised by uny of 
the speakers who followed. He then 
‘at ee to give an outline of the 
jusiness Operations of the wot geet in 
this section of the eountry and _ refer- 
red briefly to the proposed by-law. 

Dr. GC, T. Ward, chairman of the 
Klectric Light Commissioners, follow- 
ed and quoted figures to show that 
the town’s lighting plant was progress- 
ing toa point where it would soon be 
ora paying basis. He explained the 
yosition of the Commissioners in 
winging the proposed agreement be- 
fore the council, and by his remarks 
conveyed the impressions that, while 
he thought the agreement was a good 
one for the town, it should not be 
hurried to a conclusion in a hasty 
manner, but should be allowed to pass 
through the hands of experts in order 
that the best interests of the town 
might be safeguarded. 

A representative of the Hydro Elec- 
tric Commission was the next speaker, 
and passed some complimentary re- 
marks about the town’s lighting plant, 
but had nothing to offer in the form 
of a proposition from the Hydro Com- 
mission. He gave an outline of the 
working of the Commission in West- 
ern Ontario, and very generously of- 
fered the assistance of this particular 
department in case the corporation 
ever had any occasion for it. 

Mr. W. C, Scott was the next speak- 
er and occupied practically the balance 
of the evening in endeavoring to point 
out to the audience why the by-law 
should not be passed at the present 
time. He commenced his address by 
complimenting the members of the 
council for the excellent agreement 
which had been arrived at between 
the Seymour Co, and the town, and 
remarked that it was a good thing for 
the town. But the legality of the sale 
of the electric light plant caused a 
doubt to arise, and to his mind the 
lant could not be legally disposed of 
in the manner in which it was propos- 
ed todo so, He contended that when 
the town sold the plant the bonJhola- 
ers, who hold the debentures for the 
unpaid balance due on the electric 
light plant, would immediately enter 
an action against the town, and a law 
suit would be started which might 
eventually be carried even so far as 
the Privy Council. He also contended 
that the Municipal Act does not allow 


any rants pey to create a trust 
fund, as proposed in the agreement; 
and this was also illegal. His advice 


was to defer the voting on the by-law 
until sueh a time a new by-law 
could be drafted which would be legal 
in every respect, and also a few other

TPE BY-LAW IS A GOOD ONE 
BUT VOTE IT DOWN. 


To the Editor of The Express. 


At a public meeting held in the Town 
Hall, on Tuesday evening and called 
by the Mayor “for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the pro by-law with the 
Seymour Powef Company, and ad- 
visability of s¢lling the Electric Light 
Plant.” ‘ Al) parties interested are re- 
quested to bé present,” 

I think thé ratepayers of this town 
would like to see the Mayor get down 
off the fence and tell us just where he 
stands in this matter. I noticed his 
programme was arranged, not by him- 
self, but by Dr. Ward, and I think W. 
C. Scott, 

The Councillors were first called on, 
but Mr, Mayor made sure that he said 
nothing, not a word, but wished the 
other members of the Council to do so. 
Councillor Waller was the only one 
that responded to the Mayor's call, 
Then the Commissioners were called 
on and Dr, Ward attempted to read a 
statement, which, presumably he had 
made out, and in reading which the 
Dr, got terribly muddled, but however 
he eowan to his satisfaction that the 
Klectric Plant had only run behind 
$370.00 during the time in which it 
had been in operation, and said it 
would not have been behind that much 
if they (the commissioners) had asked 
for and received more money from the 
Council. Of course every person in 
the hall or at the meeting believed 
what the Dr, said, especially the latter 
part, pointing out that if the Town 
Council had given more money, the 
plant would not have been in arrears 
atall. Commissioner Milf@P gave a 
few words of explanation, which was 
well received, but still held the Dr. in 
a tight corner, Then Mr. Colville, for 
the Seyinour Power Co., was called on. 
He gave a brief resume of the rise of 
this company, told what they had 
done, what they were trying to do, 
ana what they expected to do here in 
Napanee, and other places, all of which 
was well recieved. e only spoke for 
and on behalf of the Seymour Power 
Co, 

As there were two representatives 
from the Hydro Electric Commission, 
they were called by Mr. Mayor, one of 
them, Mr. Yaces, responded, and it 
was here that the love feast, or feast 
of love began.

Even in Canada itself little i 
known of the mysterious Northla 
and its inhabitants.

Over this enormous territory 
there still rules the most remark- 
able company the world has ever 
known, the Hudson Bay Company, 
which was established so long ago. 
This mighty company spre | 
dates from 1670, when it was found- . 
ed by Prince Rupert and seventeen 
noblemen and gentlemen for we 
urpose-of importing into kng- 
fand the furs and skins obtained by 
barter from the Indfans of North 
America. The company was prac- 
tically omnipotent over the— bag 
ill-defined territory, oomprising al 
the regions discovered or to be

discovered, which drained into 
Hudson Bay or Hudson Strait. 
Practically speaking, the lands 


over which the company holds sway 
form an enormous game preserve, 
the vastest in the world. It has 
been so for hundreds of years, and 
it is so to-day. 

The Rules and Regulations of the 
Hudson Bay Company torm the 
code of laws in force over the en- 
ormous territory, which practical- 
ly is exempt from the sway of the 
Canadian authorities. While the 
territory is a portion of Canada, of 
course, in practice the whole of the 
trade is done with England. 

The territory under the sway of 
the company is so vast that only 
one portion may be dealt with here, 
that of the Hudson Bay itself. 
There are ten principal forts, at 
the head of each of which is a fac- 
tor, and the whole business is or- 
ganized in a wonderfully complete 
manner. The factors rule the In- 
dians, sending them on long trap- 
ping journeys. The domination of 
the Indians by a handful of white 
traders is now one of the wonders 
of civilization. In fact, every In- 
dian, man, woman or child, is un- 
der the direct control of the fac- 
tors. 

It is possible there to buy silver- 
fox skins which cost less than $10 
each, although a single skin re- 
cently realized at the London fur 
sales as much as $2,500. The furs 
are obtained by the natives, who 
then take them to the nearest fort,

' At the beginning it was beliéy- 
led that the greatest loss of life 
‘occurred at the wines and in the 
‘bush, where many prospecto

gave up the greatest number o 
dead, and 200 as a total is a con- 
servative estimate of those who lost 
their lives. There was no loss of 
life in Pottsville. and at first it 
'was thought that South Porcupine’s 
‘less numbered but four, but since 
‘then five bodies, whether of men 
‘or women is not known, have been 
found in the rear of where the Em- 
}pire Theatre stood, making it ap- 
iparent that they were endeavor- 
ing to make their escape to the 
north of the zone of flames. 


Porcupine Lake has given up 41

A few words on graderand grading ; 

The grader is one of the most impor- 
| tant machines used in connection with 
/road-making by means of the use of 
grader. It does all excavating neces- 
sary, cuts down all knolls and does all 
levelling, digs all kinds of ditches and 
| all kinds of road-beds and does all! the 
| grading in connection with all kinds 
| of road making. After road-way has 
been formed, it will drift out centre of 
roadbed, ready for stone to be laid, to 
|any width required. After old stone 
| bed has been picked up with pioks in 
| Steam roller, grader can be used to 
‘drift stone that has been picked up 
| with roller or picked plough in shape 
required to form grade of road bed for 
rolling. While the grader is one of 
_the most useful machines in connec: 
! tion with road-making, we find lots of 
Operatives spoil more roadways than 
they do good by going into ditches 
aud turning the mud and the sod up 
‘in the middle -of the roadway. Care 
should be taken thatthisis not done 
‘Itis better to cut the outer edges of

If you are making a new piece of 
road-way that has no bottom, you can 
round it up from one side to the other. 
as you see you have no hard bottom 
to spoil. In starting to repair or 
build roadway, always stakeit out 
nice and straight, or if it is a curve' 
Stake out the curve to a nice sweep 
then take a plough and plough a little 
furrow, following the stakes. Use 
this as a guide for grader, keep front 
outer wheel close in this furrow and 
set point of blade in grader to follow 
front wheel. You will find this is the 
nicest and easiest way to lay out your 
work for grading, giving your road- 
way 8 nice, straight ditch or curve 
ditch as the case may be. This will 
add greatly to che appearance of the 
roadway. ‘The grader can be operated 
by horses or traction engine. 

Another very important thing is the 
turn-pike of a roadway, 1 think the 
turn-pike should be made standard al! 
over the province, In my opinion the 
turnpike should be from one inch and 
# quarter to one inch anda half to 
the foot. This will turn the water off 
the road quickly. If the roads are 
kept up to a good turn-pike, they will 
wear twice as long as it is the water 
that does the greater damage to road- 
ways. An inchand a half turnpike in 
case of two waggons passing will only 
uive the low side of each wagon a tilt 
of six inches, 

Now the depth and width of stone 
to be used in building a roadway is 
very important and the most expensive 
part of the work. In my opinion 
nothing less than from 8 inches to ten 
inches of stone in depth should be used. 
Put down as follows in eight inches 
in roadbed in depth, three ins. in depth 
should be flat stone or as near fiat as 
can be easily bad, should be placed in 
the bottom and rolled a few times, 
just enough to bed them or level them 
up ; tive inches of crushed stone to 
the size from 23 to 24 inches, thorough- 
ly watered and rolled. Amount of 
rolling required will depend on the 
quality of the stone. It should then 
be thoroughly blinded with fine screens 
sand or sandy loam water, and rolled 
(ill it is well bound with the stone. 
In putting down ten inches in depth, 
put down four inches of course stone 
six inches of crushed stone, the same 
as above, all so watered and blinded 
as above. The width of stone bed 
should not be less than 12 feet wide. 

The quality of stone to be used and 
sizes and shapes is very important ip 
roadmaking. Porous stone should not 
be used on a surface for several rea- 
sons. First, it has no durability, sec- 
ond, that it absorbs water which rots 
it. When it is used on the surface, it 
gets full of water, When frost comes 
it will freeze and burst and as frost 
goes out in the spring, it gets soft and 
the wheels going over it it forms into 
mud, becomes dry with the sun and 
blows away with the wind. A great 
many think field stone the best ; they 
are alright if they are of a good qual- 
ity and an 6éven temper, but in field- 
stone they are generally hard and soft 
mixed together, andthey go through 
the crusher and come out hard and 
soft mixed together, the same as they 
go in and are delivered on the road in 
the same manner, causing a road-bed 
to wear uneven and in holes. Quar- 
ried stone is the best as they aref§ gen- 
erally an even temper all through, al- 
though in lime stone quarries they 
vary in temperament, but run in lay- 
ers and can be quarried out and the 
softer quality used for the bottom and 
the hard for the top. Blue lime-stone 
is counted to be the best that can be 
used for road-making.

“The process by which the cam- 
phor is extracted from the wood is 
simple and ingxpensive.

The cam- 
phor given off from the chips pass- 
es along a bamboo tube into a cool- 
ing box, where it condenses in a 
form of snow-like crystals. The 
cooling-box is partially immersed} 
in a stream of running water. The 
chips are renewed every 24 hours, | 
and every eighth day or so the fire 
is extinguished and the crystals 
scraped off from the sides and bot- 
tom of the crystalization box. 

“The crude camphor is then plac- 
ed in large tubs and allowed to set- 
tle.

The British War Office has just 
concluded its census of horses, and 
one fact is made clear—that if al! 
tke people in Great Britain wanted 
to go for a drive at once, there 
would not be horses enough to go 
round, says London Answers. 

Including all kinds of horses of 
four years old and over—farin hor- 
ses, hunters, polo ponies, every an- 
ima! that can carry harness or sad- 
dle—there are only three millions 
in England afid Wales, or less than 
one to every ten persons. 

We are supposed to be the most 
horsy people in the world, but we 
are far behind many other coun- 
tries In regurd to the number of 
horses per head of population. In 
this respect Australia leads the 
British Empire, there being forty- 
a horses to every hundred peo- 
ple. 

But even this record does 
match that of the Argentine Re- 
public. The Argentine is the only 
country in the world where there 
e as many horses as people. At 
the other end of the scale @mes 
Switzerland, with only three horses 
to every bundred inhabitants.

Macaroni mince is most tasty, 
and any scraps of meat are usoful 
tor it. The meat should be cut 
small and moistened with gravy, an 
equal weight of macaroni being 
separately boiled and cut into 
quarter inch lengths.

And it is up to 
vou, Mr. Consumer, to kee tab 
on him, to see for vourself that the 
health officer has inspected his 
premises, and approved of them; 
that the farms from which he re- 
ceives milk have been reported by 
him to the health department; that 
his milk-wagon is fly-proof; that 
the dairy building is used for no 
other purpose than handling milk ; 
that it has proper sewer and water 
connections; that ib is cement 
floored and walled, provided with 
proper appartus tor the steriliza- 
tion of cans, and that this appara- 
tus is habitually used; that the 
milk is delivered before it is cigh- 
teen hours old; that it is properly 
pastucrized; and finally. and chief- 
ly, that everything about the dairy, 
the utensils and the men employ- 
ed, is kept strictly and inviolately
